vp mp Wits with the frech airs: whereſollifaris 
tſeehing to ſolace my ſelfe, J fel/intoa dzrame, and 
in that dꝛowiie flumber J wandzed inte a Male all Tapia tes with 
ſweet and chotce flowers,thcre giew many ſimples, whoſe vertues 
taught me to bee ſubtill, and to think nature by her weedes warned 
men to be wear ie, and by their ſecret p;operttes to checke wanton 
and ſeuſu ali imperteau ions. Amongſt the reſt, there was the yellows 
Daffadill, a floure fit foz iealous Dottrels, who tbꝛough the beautye 
of their honeſt wiues grow ſaſpitions, « ſo pꝛooue themſeluesin the 
end cuckold heretikes. There budded out the checkerd(Pannſle ) 03 
partp coloured hearts caſe, an herbe ſeldome ſeenc either of ſuch men 
as ace wedded to ſh:ews,oz of ſuch women as haue haſt ie huſbands, 
pet there it grew e as J ũept to gather it, it ſipt from me lie Tan- 
talus fruite that failes their maiſter.

ſtilp.ſhe fals to ſnddainlꝑ. Me thought X (aw diuers poung courttets 
tread vpon it with high diſoain but as they paſt awap,an Adder lur- 
king there, bit them by thc herles that they wept : andtben J might 
perceive certatae clownes incloutct ſhoone gather it, and tate of it 
with greedine e: which no ſoenet was ſunke into their mawes, but 
they were metamoꝛpoſed, and lookt as pꝛoudly (though Peaſants ) 
at᷑ if they had bene boꝛne to be Pꝛinces companions. 
Amongft the reſt of theſe chan getings wheme the laſte ol time bad 
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thus altered, there was ſome that liſted their heads ſo bigd ad they 
had bane bed to looke no lo wer than ſtata, ther thought Noli altũ 

ſaperc was rather the ſaving of a foole than tbe cenſure ot a Philo- 
ſopher: andtherfoze ſtreteht thẽſelueson their tiptoes, as (f they had 
bene a kinted to the Ko. Ciptoft, and began to diſdatne their equalls, 
ſcoꝛne their inlexiouts, and even their betfers,fozgetting now that 
time badtaughtthem to ſap Maſſe, how befoze thep had played the 
Clarks part toſay Aurentolhepzteſt.

taker of theit p;oftts,con:ningnearcr, {might ſce the weed they ſo 
wꝛangled foz,was alittle dapper flo wet like a ground hunntiſuckle, 
called thzift pꝛapſed generally of all, but pꝛed ſſcd fo2 diſtt!tatior, but 
of few:amongſt the true p ſeemed couetens of this hemib there was 
a troop of old graibet ds in veluet, ſattin, and wozſted iackets, tbat 
ſtooped as nimblp to pluckc it vp by the rocts.as it ti eir topntes had 
bene ſupled in the ople of miſers ſums:they ſpared no laboꝛ no2 pains 
to get and gather it, what they got they guue to certain pong boyes 

And 
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and girls that Food behinde them, with thetr kirfs and laps open fo 
reteiue it: among whome, ſome ſcatteredit as faſt as their fathers 
gathered it, waſting and ſpoyling it at their pleaſure,wbich theis lu 
thers got with labour. 

I thoughttbem to be ſome Berbaliſta 02 ſome Apothetaries tdat 
had imploied ſuch pains foextrac ſomerarequinteſſenceout of this 
flower, but one ſtanding by told me they were Co2mo2zants and N- 
ſurers.that gatbered it to fill their cofers with,  whereto(qv.I)is it 
pzeclons?what is the vercae ofit:mary quoth bs, toqualifie the heat 
of inſatlable mindes, that like the Serpent Dipſas neuer dzintzeth 
pnough till they are ſo full they burſt, wby then ſald J, the Deuill 
burft them all: and with that J fell into a great laughter, to ſee cer- 
taine Jtalianit Conties,humozous Caualiers, youthful Gentlemen 
and Inamorati gagliardi,that ſcoznefully pluckt off it, and woze it a 
while as if they wers wearte of it, e at laſt left it as too baſe a flower 
to put it in their noſegatcs. Others that ſecmed Homini digrad iſti· 
ma by their looks and their walkes, gathered earnelllp, and did poc- 
ket it vp, as if they meant to keep it carcfully, but as they were carxi- 
ing it awap, thete met them a trope ot᷑ nice wantons, faire women, 
that like to Lamiz had faces like Angels eies like ſtars, bꝛeaſts like 
tbe golden front in the Heſpierdes, but from the middle downwards 
their ſhapes like ſerpents. Theſe with Syꝛen like allurement ſo en; 
tifed theſe quaſntſquires, that they beſtowed all theit ſlowers vpon 
them foz fauours, they themſelues walking dome by beggars buſh 
fo2 apennance. Amongſt this crue were Lawyers, and they gathe - 
ted the Deuill and all, but pooze Poets weretb2uſt b acke and could 
not be (ufferedtobaneone handfullto put amongſt their withered 
garlands of Bapet, to make them glozious : but Hob ano Jobn of Þ 
countrietbey ſtept in churliſhly in their high vpttarts, end gathered 
whole lackfuls: tnſomuch they woze beeſoms of thaift in their hats, 
like foꝛebozſes, oa the luſtie Gallants in a Poꝛrice dance: ſ ing the 
crue thus to wꝛangle foꝛ ſo palttie a wed, 3 wentalone to take one 
of all the other fragant flawers that diapꝛed this vallep, thereby 1 
ſaw the Batchelers buttons, whoſe vertne is to make wanton mat» 
dens weep when they haue wozne it fozty weckes vnder their apoꝛn 
foz a fauour. 

Kext them grew the diſſemblin g daiſſe, to warne ſuch light lore of 
wenches not to truſt euerie faite pꝛomiſe that ſuch amarons batche- 
lers 
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lers make them but ſweet ſmels bꝛeede bitter repenfance. Hard be 
gte the true lour(ppzimrofs, whoſe kind favour witheth men to be 
fait qruli.and women cpprtecus. :o. qt in do2der grew maiden - 
daire, fit foz modclt maidens to vedold and immode ſt to bluld at, be · 
cauſe it pzayſech the one foz hex natural treſſes, aud còndemneth 
toe other ſoʒ theit deaſtip and counterieit penwigs: there was the 
genile & lie flau et that wives ſhould weate if they doere too fro+ 
Ward: and loyail Lauender, butt hat was full gfgTuckoe- ſpittes, to 
bew that wemens light thoughts make their Wibads heauy heats: 
fyzere were ſweste Lilies Gods plenue, which ſhewed faire birgins 
ned not weepe foz wo rs. a ſloʒe ot balme which contd care frangs 
wounds, onip not that wound wh:ch women recetue when they loſe 
theu maidẽbeado, fog no hearb hath vertue tnough ts ſcrape aut that * 
biok,and therfogt it is tbe greater blemilh. Infinite were the flowers 
beſide th it bcavitficd the vallp, that t= knovs their names and opera- 
tions, J nced ſome curious Yearball, but J paſſethemouer as needs- 
leſle, th the vilon ot their vertues was but adzeame, andtherefoze - 
IJ wiſbno man to hold anp diſtourſe herein authenticall, pet thus 
much J muſt ſay ſoꝛ a parting blow, that at the lower end of the dale 
Iſawa great many of women bſing high wozdes to their hoſbands 
ſome ſttiuing fox the bꝛeeches, other to haue the laſt mord, ſome fret - 
ting, they could not finde a knot in a ruſh, others frinſng whether 
it were woll oz haire the goat barc:queſttoming with one tbat I met 
ohr theſe women were ſo cdolericke, he like a ſcoffing fellow poin⸗ 
ted to a buſh or ne tles. 3 not willing to be ſattificed with ſi nes. aſked 
him what be meant thercby : Parxy( quot h he) all tdeſe wor en that 
you hea: e bzawling, frowning and ſcolding thus, hane ſeuerally piſt 
on this buſhofnettles, and the vertue of them is to ſoꝛce a woman 
that waters them to be as paulſh foꝛ a whole dap and as waſpiſh as 
if ſhe had been ung in thc bꝛow with a boznet. Mel I ſmild at this, 
and lett the companis to leeke further, when in the twinckling ok an 
epe J was lelt alone, the valley cleaged of all company, 4 J adiltre(- 
ſed man, deſicovs ts wander out ol that ſuliterie place to ſeeke good 
conſozts and bon companions to paſſe away thr day wit bal. As thus 
J walkedfo2 ward ſ& king vp the hill, J was d2iven halfe into a maſe 
with theimaginationofa ſtrange wonder, which fell out thus. Me 
thought 4 ſaw an vncouth deadleſſe thing come pacing Towne the 
pill, ſtepping ſo pzoudly with ſuch a geometrical grace, as i m — 
: cia 
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tiiciall bꝛagart had reſoluẽd to meaſure the woꝛld with dis paces: 4 
could not deſcrie it to bee a man, although it had motion. ſoz that it 
wanted a bodie, yet ſeeing legges and hoſe, J ſuppoſed it to be ſome 
monſter nouriſht vp in thoſe deſartes: at laſt as it dꝛewe moze nigh 
vnto me, might perceige that it was a berie paſſing coſtlp paire of 
' Ueluet bzeeches, whoſe panes beeing made ofthe cheeleſt Neapsli- 
 taneſtuffe, was dzawneout with the beſt Spaniſh ſatten and mars 
uellous curforfly oner-whipt w gold twiſt, interſeamed with knots 
ofpcarle:the nether ſtocke was of the pureſt Granado ſilke, no colt 
was (pared to ſet out theſe coltly bꝛeeches, who had girt vnto them a 
Napier and Dagger gilt, point pendant, as quaintly as it ſome turi- 
ous ffloꝛent ine had trickt them vp, to ſquateit vp and downe the 
ſtrætes befoꝛe his Piſtreſſe. As thoſe bꝛeecbhes were excteding ſump- 
tuous to the epe, ſo w:re thep palling vompous in their geſtures, foʒ 
they ſtrouted vp and downe in the valley. as pꝛoudlꝑ as though they 
had there appointed to ad ſome deſpcrate combate. 

Blame me not if J were dꝛiuen into a muſe with this moſt mon- 
ftrous light, to ſee in that place ſuch a frenge headleſſe Courticr iet · 
ting vp and downe like the Uſher of a Fence-ſchoole about to plaꝝ 
bis Pꝛiſe, when I ceeme neuer in any age ſuch a wonder falt obtect 
foztuned vato any man beſoꝛe.

gard, ſtraight ts the thigh,of white kerũe, without a ſiop, the nether 
ſtocke ofthe ſame ſewed to above the knee, and onely ſeamed with a 
little Conentry blew. ſuch as in Die bus illis ont great grandfathers 
moꝛe, when neigdhoꝛhod and hoſpitalttie had baniſbed p:iteoufof 
Cngland,noz were theſe plaine dzeeches weaponicſſe,foz they had a 
good ſo wer bat with a pike in the end, able to lap on load inovab, it 
the heart were anſwerable te the weapon a d upon his flere pitcht 
downe vpon the ground, Tloth-bzeches od ſolem ni leaning ag it 
thep meant not to ſtart, but to anſwere to the viterance whatſocver 
in that place night be obteaed. L Hing vpõ thcſe two, J might per- 
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ceiue by the p:ideoftbe one,andhomely reſolation of the other, that 
this thoir meeting would grow to ſome dangerous conflict, and there- 
fo:e to pꝛeuent the ſatalliCue of ſnch a pꝛetended quarrell, J ſept be- 
tien them both, when Uelnet bꝛerches græted C lothbꝛeches with 
this ſalutation. n and inſolent peſant, how darcft thou without 
leane oz low rcuerence pꝛeſſe into the place whither J am come fo; 
fo diſpoʒt my ſelte? Art thou not afraid thy high pꝛeſumpt ion ſhoald 
ſummon me to diipleaſure, and ſo foꝛte me dzaw my rapier, which is 
neuer bnſheathed, but it turnes into the ſcaberd with a triumph of 
mine enemies bloud ? bold bapard auaunt, bear d me not to my face, 
Co2 this time J pardon thy follie, and grant thy legges leaue to carry 
away thy life. Clothbꝛeeches nothing amazed at this bꝛauado, bens 
ding his ſtatte, as if be meant (if he were w2onged) to beſtow his be- 
niſon, with a ſcoꝛnfull kind of (miling made this (moth replie: Mary 
gip godman vpſfart, who made pour father a Gentleman? ſoft fire 
makes ſweet manlt,thecurſteſt Cow hath the ſhoꝛteſt hoznes, and a 
bzawlins curre of all bites theleaſt: alas god ſir, are pon ſo fine that 
no man may be pour fellow? J pꝛa von what difference is betweca 
you and me, but in the coſt and the making? though vou bee neuer ſo 
richly daubed with Gold, and poudzed with Peat le, yet you are but 
à caſe foʒ the buttockes, and a couer foʒ the baſeſt part of a mans bo- 
die no moze then J: the greateſt pzehemtnence is in the garniſhing, 
and thereol pou be pꝛoud, but come to the true vſe wee are appointed 
to, my honour is moze then thine: fo2 3 belong to the olde ancient 
vesmanrie, pea, and gentilitie, the fathers: and thon to a company of 
pꝛoud and bnmannerly vpſtarts,. the ſons. At this Uelvec bꝛeches 
Nozmd and ſaid, hy thou beggers bzat, deſcending from the reuer- 
lion of baſe pouertie, is (hy inſolence ſo great to make compariſon 
with mee, wboſe difference is as great as the bzightncNſe ofthe Sun 
and the ſlender ligdt of a candle 2 J(pooze ſnake) am ſpꝛung from the 
ancient Romans, bozne in Italy the miſtreſſe of the wozld fo; chiual - 
rie, cald into England from mp natinehome (where J wes famous) 
to honoꝛ your courtiers and pong gentlemen here in England with 
my countenance, where Jam holden in high regarde, J tan 
pzefſe into the pꝛeſence when thou poze ſoul ſhalt with cap and knit 
begleatcoftbe pozter foenter:and I ſit and dine with the Nobility, 
when thou art faine to waite ſoz the reuerſlon of the almes baſket: I 
am admitted boldly to tell um tale,whe thou art ſain to ſne by —_ 
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of ſupplycation,and that and thou to, lo little regarded, i moll com- 
monly it neuer comes to þ pzinces hand but dies impꝛiſoned in ſoms 
obſcure pocket: th the there is ſuch differice between our eſtates, 
ceaſe to v2ge my patience with thy inſolent pʒeſumption. Clothbꝛie- 
thes as bzeefe as he was pꝛoud, ſwoꝛe by the pike of his Eaffe , that 
dis chop logicke was not wozth a pin, and that he would turne his 
owne weapon into his boſome thus: why aign(o; Glorioſco(qv.he) 
though I haue not ſach gloſing phꝛaſes to trick out my ſp&ches with 
all as vou, pet J will come over your fallowes with this bald Rhe= 
the:icks : J pzay you Pounſter Malapart are you therefoze my ſu⸗ 
periour,becauſe por are taken bp with Gentlemen, and J with the 
! Feomanty? doth true vertuc cõ ſiſt in riches, oꝛ humanity in wealth? 

Is ancient honoꝛz ticd to out ward bzauery?0z is not rather true o 
bilitie, a minde excellently qual filed with rare vertues:? J wil teach 
thee a leſlon wozth the hearing pꝛous pzincocks; how gentilitie fit 
ſpꝛung vp, I will not fozget the old wines logicke. When Adam 
delud and Eue ſpan, who was then a Gentlemãꝛ but I tell thee after 
the generall flood, there was no moꝛe men vppon the earth but Noe 
and bis thzes Sonnes, and that Cham had wickedly diſcouered his 
Fathers ſecrets, then grew the deaifion ofeſfates thus, The church 
was figured in Sem,Gentility in Iapheth, and labour and dzudgery 
in Cham: Sem being chaſte and holy, lap heth learned and valiant:

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countenancehimſelfe with coft, h Artificer fakes patnes only foz mp 
ſake,that wearing me, he may bzag it amongſt᷑ the beſtiwhat credit 
caries he now adaies that goes pind bp in aclothbzeech : who will 
keepe him companie that thinkes well of htmſelfe, vnleſſe he vſe the 
fimple ane to make cleane his ſhoons ? The wozld is changed, and 
men are growne to moze wit, and their mindes to aſpire after moze 


bonozable thought:they were dfices in dicbus illis, they had not the

Gentlemen as they are boꝛne 02 bear office: J ſpcak in mine own 
defence,foz the ancient gent ilitp e pcomanty of England, s inueigh 
againſt none, but ſach malapart vpſtarts, as raiſed from the plough 
oz qduated ſoʒ their Italia deuiſes, oʒ foz their witles wealth, couet 
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in bzvuerfe fo match nay to exceede the greateſt noblemꝭ in this lad. 
But leaning this digreCion, mounfter Uelnet-bzeeches,againe to 
the particulars of your fond allegation, Whereas pon affirme your 
ſelfc to be both oziginall and finall end of learning, alas pzoud pzin- 
cox you pearch a bowe to high: did all the Philoſophers beate their 
bzaines and buſie their wits to weare Ucluet-bzceches? UWhy both 
at » time thou wert vnknown,yca vnbozne,e al exceſle in apparrell 
had in high contept, now in theſe daies al men of wozth are taught 
by reading, that exteſſe is a great ſin. that pꝛide is the firſt Rep to the 
downfall of ſhame · They ſtuddy with Tullie, tpat they map ſeeme 
bozne fo; their Countties, as well as fo2 themſelues. The Dinine to 


peach the Goſpel: the Lawyer to refozme wꝛongs, and maintaine 


Fuftice : the Phiſitian to diſcouet the ſecrets of Gods wonders, by 
wczking ſtrange cnres: to be b2eefe,the end ofall being, is to know 
Cod, t not as your woꝛ chip good (Palter Uelaet-bzeeches) wzeſts, 
to creepe into acquaintance. | | 
J will not deny,thcre be as fantaſticall fooles as pour ſelfe, that 
perhaps are puft bp with ſach pzeſaming thoughts, eambitſouſlye 
ayme to trick theſelues in pour wozſhips maſking ſuites: but while 
ſuch climbe foz great honours, they often fal to great ſhames. It map 
be therupon pou bzing in Honos alit Artes, but I geſſe your maiſt- 
erſhip neuer tryed what true donour meant, that truſſe it vp within 
the compas ofa papꝛe of Ueluct-bzeeches, and plate it in the arro - 
gancy of heart:no, no, ſap bonour is idolatrie, foz thep make fooles 
ofthemſelues,and Idols ofthe(r cartaſes, but he thatvalueth honoz 
ſo,ſhall reade a Lequre out of Apuleius golden Ade, to learne bim 
moze wit.

Indeed pou are awzy,foz wiſemen 
frequent arts tozp:oftit, not fog pꝛide, vnles it be (ome Þ by wea- 
ring of Meluet - bzeeches, and apparel tw high foꝛ thetr calling, haue 
pꝛoued bankerouts in their youth, and haue becne glad in their age 
to deſire my acquaintunce, and totruſſe vp their tailes in dome ſpun 
ruſſet. Wherasthou doſt obiect the valoz of barvy Soldioꝛs to grow 
foz the deſire of bzaneapparell, tis falſe, and J knowe if any wers 
pzeſent,they would pzoue vpon thy bones that thou wert a ſyer:foʒ 
their coſitries good their Pꝛinces ſexuite, the defence ot their friends 
the hope of fauaur,is the final end of their reſolutlons;efteeming — 
onlye 
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only tbeſſ but the wozlds gtozy,fickls,cranſits3y,qincouſtant.Shall 
I fetch from thine own country weapons to wound thy lelf withall: 
what ſaiſt thou to Cincinnatus, was he not called tobe Dlaatoz fr 
the Ploagþ,and after many vinoztes, what did he iet vp and downe 
the court in coſtly garments and veluet bꝛæches? Ho he diſpiſed dig- 
 nitle,contemned vaine glozte and pꝛide, and returned againe is his 
quiet contented life in the countrey. Pow much did Caius Fabritius 
value their Numa Pompilius, Sceuola,Scipio, Epaminondas, Ari- 
ſtides?tbey hetd themſelues woꝛmes meate, s counted pꝛide vanitte, 
ond yet thou art not aſhamed to ſay, Thou art the end of ſouldiets 
wo2ztbyp bono2: I tell thee ſaucieſkipiacke,it was agood and a ble ſſed 
time herein England, whe R. Stephen woze a paix ofcloth-b;ceches 
of a Noble a pair. and thought them paſſing coſtly: then did be count 
Meſtminſter hall to little to be his dining chamber, and his almes 
was not bare bones in ſteed ot bꝛoken meat, but luſty chines of beefe 
kell into the pooze mans baſket. Then charity flouriſhed in the court, 
and yonng courtiers trote toerceede one another in vertae , not in 
bzauerp:tbey rode not with fans to ward their faces from the wind, 
but with a Burgants to refit the froke of a Batleax: they could the 
better exhoꝛt a ſoldier ta armoꝛ, then court a lady with amozets:they

J ſmiled to ſee C iothbꝛeeches fo peremptozy, when 
I (aw finefac fellowes all in damaſk coates t gownes welted with 
velaet very b2aue,q in great cõſultation, as ifthep were to determin 
of ſome weightie matter:dzawing neere, J ſaw thep were wealthſe 
Citttzens,ſo J went and renerently ſalutedthem,and told them how 
we needed thetr aide about the appeaſingofa controuerſle, ſhewing 
them where the night, Eſquire, and other ſtaied. till we might finde 
men to fill vp the Jurp, che were contented, but veluet-bz&ches ex-
